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IS A PERFECT STAGE CENSOR POSSIBLE? 


Up in Toronto the public is smiling over the question of play censoring, 
just now a topic of conversation in that city of morals. Toronto police officials 
seem to be very busy just at present cleaning up where cleansing is not so 
much needed. Several weeks ago, a Toronto policeman ordered a citizen to 
stop working in his garden on Sunday. However, we can not find any news 
item in any of the Toronto papers to show that baker shops, etc., are closed 
on Sunday. Jack Canuck, a breezy news sheet, carried an editorial recently 
regarding the censor question, which we consider worthy of reproduction: 


The play censorship problem bristles with possibilities, and if the Board of Control finds a 
Man or woman qualified to perform the duties attached to that office, that body will have suc- 
ceeded in doing what hag never been done before. You may say: “Well, wouldn't you expect 
Something like that from Toronto Board of Control?" Perhaps. Anyway, it is a safe bet that 
neither the Board of Control nor any other body in this or any other city will ever find a censor 
of plays who will do his work so well as to be immune from threats of a punched head, any one 
week during the theatrical season. A successful stage censor would be a great and mysterious 
compendium of buman qualities, just as a hotel stock-pot is a great and mysterious 
compendium of scraps, tit-bits and sauces. They've tried. to find a fully qualified censor 
of plays in every city of any consequence in the world. ‘And have failed. If the Board of Control 
Succeeds, it will have a man who is a mixture of P. C. Bloodworth, President Falconer, Rev. Dr.

Brieux’s plays, Maternity and Damaged Goods are as all-revealing as a clinic. Maternity, 
its pains and penalties, its joys and responsibilities and rewards, are thrown upon the play 
canvas in such high lights that men and women are better for seeing it. Damaged Goods treats 
the same subjects as does Ghosts, but more powerfully and inexorably. Brieux is an apostle of 
better living. His works are search-lights turned upon commen, but unrecognized truths. Yet 
England refuses to allow him to enter its play portals, as Jerusalem closed its gates upon the 
Christ. 


Successful life. Another great primal truth the English censor chooses to condemn 


The question of censoring plays has been a subject of much bitter fighting 
in London, but to date no good results have become manifest. It seems the 
principal play censor in the world’s metropolis has some plays to his credit, 
which should come in for their share of censure. 

In this country, where the public stamp of approval or disapproval make 
or unmake a play, we have little concern as to how London and its provinces 
handle the question. Our observation is that play censors are much the same 
as prohibition—much talk, little accomplishment. 


“WHY IS BILLY SUNDAY?” 


Billy Sunday has jumped on the vast amusement world in general until it 
is about time to show up what kind of a hand he holds. This Sunday Comedy 
Show is out entirely for the real money, and the troupe work it entirely on 
business lines. This may or may not be religion, but the whole quarrel is with 
Sunday jumping with both feet on everybody in general and the amusement 
world in particular. As an ex-ball player he tries to teach religion by sport, 
and this will doubtless cause sport to be made of religion. The use of a con- 
tinuous line of slang and chestnut jokes is hardly elevating to the pulpit, while 
his attitude would not pass for a low comedian. But all of this is the big 
drawing card of the game which always has such large gate-receipts. 

Sunday calls down the theatre in a harsh way, yet this institution is the 
one that does more towards educating the people than any other. The player 
folk, according to his views, are either infidels or belonging to religions that 
are but farces, yet there is more genius and big-heartedness on the stage than 
off of it. 

That the whole business leads to fanaticism of the worst sort is positiv, 
but it is certain that the people are growing tired of this line of guff. and so 
it must soon be shut off if he continues in his dogmatical way to trample on 
everything and anything that does not appeal to the high mind of the ex-ball 
player. 


A WORD FOR THE LITERARY PLAY. 


One sign, by the way, of the advance of our present-day theatre in a 
literary direction, says Jacob Omnium in “The Bookseller,” is to be recognized in 
the newly acquired popularity of the printed play. Only a very few years ago it 
was quite an exceptional thing even for the most successful play to be issued to 
the public in book form, and in the rare cases in which the experiment was made 
the public response was, as a rule, a strictly limited one. Nowadays there is 
hardly a play of any real note which is not sooner or later published in volume 
form, with satisfactory results from the business point of view. The simple 
but sufficient explanation is, I think, that far more plays worthy to be regarded 
as literature are written today, than was the case even a dozen or fifteen years 
ago. The “new drama,” which aims at depicting real life instead of following 
theatrical conventions, may have its extravagance and eccentricities; but it has 
undeniably done much to heal the long-standing estrangement between litera- 
ture and the acted drama, and for that we owe its pioneers, even the “wildest” 
of them, no small debt of gratitude.

New York, Nov, 15 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Charles Meyer Abrahams, well known as a@ 
showman thruout the United States and Canada, 
England, Australia and South Africa, was killed 
in ap automobile accident near Houston, Texas, 
on Wednesday, November 13. This sad intel- 


iigence was contained in a telegram received 
by Mr. Abrabams’ New York representativ, 
Mrs. G. lerael, 226 West 36th Street. The wire 
gave the further information that the remains 
will be brought to New York City for inter- 
ment. 


Mr. Abrahams had been exhibiting the Miniature 
Melba, the Litle Princesa Victoria, asa feature 
of the Herbert Kline Shows, at the No Tsu-Oh 
Carnival. Accompanied by his companion, and his 
chauffeur. Guy Guerney, he determined to 
motor over to Galveston, where it was bis In- 
tention to embark for New York City. While 
running at a high rate of speed aloug a cause 
way, the wheels skidded, and the car plunged 
down a steep embankment, causing the Instant 
death of Mr brahams and severely bruising 
the other occupants of the car. 

Charlies Meyer Abrahams was born years 
ago in London, England, where bis parents still 
reside.

CRITICAL SONG REVIEWS 


Vaudeville Performers’ Guide, Embracing the Good and Mediocre 
Offerings From Various Music Publishers, Showing Their 
Value For Stage Use and Intrinsic Merit 


Editor’s Note—Critical song reviews are not merely an expression of in- 
divideat opinion. An endeavor is made to judge songs from the viewpoint of 
the performer, who must use them, and the more distant standpoint of the pub- 
lic, who will ultimately hear them. The remarks are absolutely unbiased and 
the interests of music pubishers and writers are carefully observed. The under- 
tying purpose is to serve the great triangle—publisher, performer and public, in 
an absolutely impartial manner. A meritorious song shou'd benefit the three 
sides of this triangle and, by bringing it to the attention of the performer, who 
will use it, the number will ultimately reach the public. This is an indirect 
service to the publisher that cannot be overestimated. In a like manner, a song 
below the general standard makes poor materia! for singers and merits no 
favors at their hands. A song unfit to be sung is unfit for the market. Thus 
the public is served. Praise of worthy numbers will be unstinted. Condemna- 
tion of unworthy ones, wil! consist in an argument carefully enumerating their 
defects. An earnest effort will be made to employ constructive criticism when- 
ever possible. But criticism must be sincere to be of any value. If sincerity 
is mistaken for severity, a moment's reflecton should show the injustice of this 
interpretation. Criticisms should be judged in their entirety, not by a given 
sentence in a specific review.)

INSURGENT 
WHITE RATS 


Gain Temporary Victory at Rochester When Exec- 


utive Council of A. F. L. 


Agrees To Appoint In- 


vestigating Committee To Look Into Charges 
Brought Against Present White Rat Regime 
—Bitter Fight Is Expected To Occur, and 
Outcome Is Awaited With Keen Inter- 
est by Entire Theatrical World. 


Rochester, N. Y., Nov. 16 (Special to The: 
Rillboard).—That the American Federation of 
Labor regards the interna] dissensions in the 
ranks of the White Rats Actors’ Union as a 
serious break and one which threatens the wel- 
fare of the theatrical organization Is evidenced 
by the fact that a resolution has been presented 
to the resolutions committee of the present 
convention and will be debated upon the floor 
sometime during the coming week. This reso- 
lution was presented by the delegates from the 
union who claim that the organization bas 
fallen Into the hands of ‘‘buccanerrs."’ and calls 
for the appointment of a committee by the 
Federation to make a keen and thurongh in- 
vestigation of the trouble. 

Representatives of the White Rats and of the 
insurgent actors are here in force and each 
day criminations and recriminations are passed 
between the two groups. Both sides are in- 
vet rate pres® agents and ply the local news- 
papers with sheafs of copy daily. 


Will J. Cooke, of New York, the business 
agent of the White Rafs Actors’ Union, is 
leading the defense against the insurgents. 
while he is.g@@conided by Abner Ali, Chicago 


representative 4 the unien and Joseph Birnes, 
all delegates ste the convention. 

The gist @fthe trouble in the actors’ organi- 
zation arise®’ from the accusations and allega- 
tions made*by the insurgents that the affairs of 
the union are mismanaged. that the union funds 
have been diverted from thelr *fightful uses, 
and that megberstip in the White Rats no 
longer means §ught, but the ‘mame. 

Representativer of the union make emfatic 
denials of allkaghese statements. The charge 
that the Whif@Rats Union had been false to 


the principles Whrionixm ‘was flatly denied by 
Mr. Cooke, whoafirmed that the Insurgents. 
including Majes @athes A. Poyle, Harry De- 
veaux, HarryeM tford and Val Trainor and 
others, were (Or mpmbers of the White Rats 
expelled for on acy or for non-payment of 
dues, 

‘The facts.of the whole discussion are that 
these men ery ‘traitor’ are themselves 
traitors and are “trying to get hold of the or- 
ganization,”’ said Mr. Cooke. ‘They were ex- 


pelled for conspiracy because they tried to dis- 
rupt the organization. The White Kats Ac- 
tors’ Union of America is the original White 
Rats of America, founded by George Fuller 
Gordon, the monoligst, and its present president 
is Junie McCree, who is known from Maine to 
Frisco. Among the members In the organiza- 
tion are Fred Stone, of Montgomery and Stone. 
Harry Lauder, Fred Niblo, Julian Eltinge, Joe 
Welch, James J. Corbett and many other legiti- 
mate vaudevil actors. All of them are satisfied 
with the present form of the organization."’ 


The elght insurgente who are in attendance 
at the Federation convention to ask that the 
charter of the White Rats Actors’ Union of 


America be annulled have been furnished, ap- 
parently, with plenty of ammunition to press 


their charges. 
Surgents, sald: 

“There is a woman actress at a local theatre 
who bas a contract with the local manager to 
play there for one week. She played from 
Monday matinee to Wednesday night. Then 
the manager told her that she was getting too 
much money and she would have to quit. The 
actress appealed to the other actors in the com- 
pany, two of whem. she says, are White Rats. 
to help her make the manager live up to his 
contract. They refused and in desperation she 
sent for the delegation of insurgents, who ap- 
pointed Harry Mountford and mrself to make an 
Investigation. The actress, a young womun of 
25. met us with tears In her eyes and told us 
the facts. She also showed us her contract 
ealling for a full week’s performance. The 
insurgents wired to Attorney Guy T. Murray. 
of New York, to take this matter op and have 
communicated with Herman Robinson, commis- 
sioner of licenses in New York State.”’

It is upon such cases as this that the In- 
surgents base their contention that the White 
Rats Actors’ Union does not live up to the 


principles of unionism. They insist that mem- 
bers are given no protection under the present 
regime and that members of the organization 
compete for contracts, 

The executive council of the A. F. L. have 
agreed to appoint an investigating committee to 
Investigate the White Rats. The regulars have 
agreed to this and will not bring a fight on the 
convention floor. The insurgents have been 
victorious tn the preliminary skirmishes and 
the delegates to the Federation apparently 
look upon their side of the case as the least 
worthy of investigation, 

The specific charges which 
make against the union are: 

That the Board of Directors has been false 
to the principles of unionism. 

That the directors have held the charter of 
the White Rats Actors’ Union only to prevent 
its use by anyone else. 

That the directors have entered Into private 
contracts with managers. 

That the funds @f the union have been wrong- 
fully diverted. 

That the rights of union members have not 
bern preserved. 

That private correspondence of members has 
been intercepted in order to trump up charges 
and railrodd out of the organization members 
who might ask delicate questions. 

That there has been absolute disfranchisement 
of the only part of the union’s membership that 
has retained unjon ideals, refusing them any 
voice or vote in the affairs of the order, no 
representation upon the so-called Board of DI- 
rectors, po vote in the annual election of offi. 
cers and no information as to the handling of 
the funds of the White Rats Actors’ Union. 

These charges are denied by the representa- 
tives of the union, but It seema that only an 
investigation will suffice to sette their wxlidity.

As for the feminine sex in the play, the main 
parts are divided between pretty Ethel Vernon 
and Flossie McCloud.

In the olio Flossie McCloud is billed as the 
Nordica of Ragtime and while we doubt this a 
great deal still she bas a blase manner of sing- 
ing to the occupants of the boxes that called 
her back again and again. Her numbers in- 
cluded the ever popular melodies, You're My 
Baby, I’m the Lonosomest Girl in Town, and 
Parisienne, the latter being accompanied by 
the latest Parisian wiggles. She is quite the 
attractiv songster. 

The second number in the olio consists of 
Mayo and Vernon who style themselves delinea- 
tors of up-to-date comedy. They evidently don’t 
care what they say, but even at that they ouzed 
out some close harmony with Way Down in 
Ragtime Land, and Ethel Vernon made good with 
a single in Lady Angeline. Some good clogging 
accompanied the singing, but we can't give them 
much Of a Christmas present on their partner. 

Practically the only thing worth mentioning 
regarding the second half, excepting the com- 
edy by Eddie Collins, is the fact that Miss St. 
Clair sings one of the most rottenly suggestiv 
of suggestiv songs called Rubbing It In.

During the last season, over a dozen very ambitious attempts were made 
by park managers of long experience to feature the picture show. , 

Splendid, large, ornate palaces were built, the very best films were se- 
cured, and in some cases illustrated songs sung by high-class vocalists, ac- 
companied by three and even four pieces, and even several excellent vodvil 
turns were offered as added bids for patronage, all to no purpose. 

In every instance the venture was a flat failure. 

Why? 

Down town, the picture shows did a fairly good business all summer long. 

Out at the park, practically none at all. 

Does it mean that 10 cents has come to be regarded as the price of an 
evening’s entertainment, and when the dime goes for carfare, the picture 
show must be cut out? 


Does it mean that the other park attractions are too strong for the picture 
show? 


Or does it mean that people who go to a park, go for the outdoor breeze 
and open-air change—to get away from indoor shows? 


te a answer is in doubt, but the fact remains. You can not make any money out of the pictures 


Back in the days when The Billboard was a joke among my friends and 
a serious financial problem to myself, my father, purely out of consideration 


for my wife and daughter, used to let me hold on to a job which paid me 
some real money. 


It was understood that this weekly stipend was to go to my wife for the 
purpose of keeping a roof over our heads, and it did—that ts, all of it that 
The Billboard did not need. 


In return for the weekly emolument, I was supposed to sell the product 
of The Donaldson Litho. Company, consisting of lithographs, posters and show- 
bills. . 

Patience. Patience. We will get to the story by and by. 

To sell posters, I had perforce to leave my happy Kentucky home occa- 
sionally and mingle with the unregenerate in New York. 

At that time, a favorite hang-out was the bar of the Hotel Marlborough, 
at Broadway and Thirty-fifth Street; theatrical folk, musicians, newspaper- 
men, managers and agents used to gather there nightly and numerously. The 
first to arrive sat at a table that would accommodate six comfortably. As they 
were required, other tables were moved up to supplement that of the first 
comers. Shortly after midnight the festal board, thus formed, not infrequently 
stretched the length of the bar room, and as mary as forty and even fifty 
Philistines sat at it. 

There were at least fifty there the night that I fell into their hands, and 
among them, Lew Dockstader and the late Paul Dresser. 

I had no sooner taken a seat than Dresser began telling the story of a 
very one-sided prize-fight that he had attended the night before. Dresser 
addressed himself to the table generally, but to Dockstader in particular, and 
the latter helped the story along with that subtle and infinite art of his in 
masterly manner. 

The story was well told and held the rapt attention of everyone present. 

“Lew,” said Dresser, after he had dwelt long on the harrowing details, 
“speaking of the loser, I will never forget that man’s features the longest day 
I live. Talk about your chopping-blocks; talk about your raw beef-steaks, 
why that man’s face looked like—like—like—well, it looked just like one of 
these Donaldson lithographs.” .

Western Skating Association Sets Dates For Nomination of Officers 
and Annual Election—Object of The Rink Managers’ 
Association—Skating News of the Week

The Board of Control of the Western Skating 
Association met at the Tavern, Chicago, Ill, 
on dienday evening, November 11, to arrange 
for the nomination of officers for the ensaing 
year, am) set the date for the annual election 
The following sanctions for championship ice 
Meets were granted by the board: The Western 
Indoor Championships were awarded to the Hip 
podrome Kink, Migneapolis, Minn., for the ama- 
teur ice championships to be held in the twin 
cities the latter part of January or the first part 
of February: the IHlinols State Champlonsh'ns 
Were awarded to the Northwest Skating Cluv 
of Chicago, for the amateur champlonship races 
to be beld in Tlumboldt l’ark, Chicago, on Jaa- 
wary 12; the Sleipner Athletic Club of Chicago 
was awarded a sanction to bold their annual 
derby at Ilumboldt Vark on New Year's day: 
the Douglas Park Skating Ciub was awarded 
the Western Outdoor Amateur Ice Champion- 
ships to be decided at Douglas Dark, Chicago, 
the latter part of January. The date for the 
nomination of officers was set for November 25, 
and the annual election for December 2. 

A motion was passed at the last annual elec- 
tion, whereby each member of the association 
would be permitted to vote by mail ballot ff 
Don-resident members. Therefore, all members 
ef the asteciation will be malied a ballot after 
the nominations bave been named, and sane 
will have to be mailed to the secretary so as to 
reach Chicago not later than noun of Decemter 
2. The election this year wilt be one of the 
keenest in the history of the association, as 
there are many members who desire to hold 
office in this great growing organization. 

For president there are several of Chicago's 
Most prominent business men that have been 
mentioned for the office. Among them are Dr. 
George K. Herman, who bas been at the head 
of the central body of the A. A. U. for years, 
and also major of the ist Regiment. Dr. H. 
H. Hayes, present vice-president, and member 
of the athletic board of the Illinols Athletic 
Ciub of Chicago. Then there is the present 
president. Teter B. Olsen, who has served the 
association as an able officer for many years, 
and one of the oldest and most enthusiastic 
ekaters in the west. Mr. Olsen was former 
Connty Clerk of Cook County, and stands very 
bigh in the community. The secretary was 
erdered to notify the roller rink managers that 
bids were open for the state champlonships and 
world’s amateur championship meet. 


THE RINK MANAGERS’ ASSOCIATION. 
Ever since the Rink Managers’ Association 
was organized at Detroit, Mich., during the 


bolding of the International amateur roller races 
at the Wayne Gardens Rink in April this year, 
there has been a general flow of letters asking 
rca as to the workings of the associa- 
tion. 

In order to enlighten those who do not know 
what this association was organized for, 1 am 
going to give in these columns a good explana 
tien why the association was organized. In the 
firat place the rink managers of the United 
Btater have never had a body to write to for 
information that would assist them in bettering 
the conditions of their rinks. They bave never 
been able to communicate with the skating at- 
tractions that would be a drawing card for their 
rink. If they have been able to get attractions 
from other sources, they have had to take a 
chance on getting something that would add 
to thelr box-office receipts, and in many in- 
stances they have been compelled to go without 
attractions simply because they had no means 
of knowing whether they were going to get the 
real thing or something that would be a detri- 
ment to the rink. They have never had the 
pieasnre of writing to an association for all the 
new local attractions that could be gathered by 
the association from many of the popular and 
prospering managers thrnont the United States. 
It is a fact that they have from time to time

been unable to get a line on a good floor man- 
ager, instructor or skate man that would belp 
them increase their box-office receipts, and have 
had to take a chance on the first man they 
could get abold of when a vacancy was to be 
filled. They have never been able to get he 
good advice of their brother rink manager, 
unless by chance they had the acquaintance of 
some one who could be of assistance to them 
in a round about way. They have never been 
shown the bundreds of different ways there are 
in conducting a roller rink in a successful way. 
neither have they been able to gain the goo! 
knowledge of a prosperous and popular rink 
manager who would gladly impart this infor- 
mation to keep up the interest in roller skat- 
ing. 

Now these are only a few of the hundred rea- 
sone why the association was formed, and if 
the managers only knew what a valuable thing 
this association would be to them, they would 
not be holding back the way they bave since the 
association wae organized. It eurely is not 
going to cost them a fortune to become mem- 
bers, In fact, at the present time it is not going 
to cost them anything, and !f all the managers 
would come to the assistance of the association 
in the small way that they are asked to at the 
present time it will never cost them anything. 

If all the managers who play attractions 
would book their acts thru the association, or 
insist that all skating acts that they book must 
have the sanction of the association, the skaters 
who would pay their emall percentage for their 
bookings would keep the association without 
any further expense. The skaters themselves 
expecially those who know their real value, are 
willing that they should be deducted five per 
cent on all bookings that are received thru the 
association. The manager, in booking attrac- 
tions, can have the association as bis agent. 
and can at all times locate the good skating 
acts thru the association. This will eliminate 
in time all of the skating acts that have not 
the drawing qualities, and will assure the man- 
ager nothing but the best to be presented to 
his patrons. It will also put a price on the 
acts that will be uniform, and will no doubt 
save the skaters themselves many dollars a 
year in traveling expenses, and assist the man- 
agers in out-of-the-way places in getting some 
of the good acts that they have not had the 
opportunity to book in the past. 

After the association has made a good start, 
It would be possible for rink managers to write 
in to the secretary for almost any information 
that they may desire. Managers could send in 
thelr own make-up of attractions of the local 
nature, and all of these could be printed on 
paper form and be mailed to whatever manager 
wanted a local attraction he had seen promoted. 
but had never tried himself. There are a 
thousand and one ways that the manager and 
skater conld benefit by the experiences of the 
hundreds of managers thruout the United States. 
who would gradually impart their valuable in- 
formation to the associatin to be used among 
their brother managers. This association has 
as its head one of the best and most sneceseful 
managers in the roller skating game of today, 
a man who knows the game from its infancy. 
and a man who has assisted hundreds of neonle 
in the ekating game, and that man is Hilbert 
W. English, the president. who is also the gen- 
eral manager of the Carnival Conrt Casino, of 
Ruffalo, N. Y., and promoter of many other 
skating enterprises. Mr, English is backed un 
in his work by the following prominent rink 
owners, managere and others who are known 
thrnont the United States. These men were 
elected at the meeting in Detroit in April, and 
have been walting natiently to serve the aerso- 
ciation whenever the other managers are wil!l- 
ing to come to their assistance.

CIGARETTES, PICTURES 
AND BUSY “REFORMERS” 


The Irrepressible Meddler Finds a New Incentive to 
Bother Exhibitors--The “Tokio” Plan of Dis- 
tribution Brings Momentary Annoyance, 

But as Usual, Without Result.

The Morning Telegraph is in receipt 
of a number of letters from persons in 
various parts of the courgtry, protest- 
ing against the American Tobacco 
Company’s plan to make the coupons 
inclosed in its “Tokio” cigarette pack- 
ages redeemable in admissions at such 
moving picture theatres as may em- 
brace the offer. 

The contentions of the writers of 
these letters are varied. One states 
that “smoking in motion picture thea- 
tres would be intolerable,” thereby ex- 
posing the ignorance of the writer, as 
such a thing is not even contemplated 
or possible in connection with the plan. 
Another declares the plan would “in- 
crease the consumption of cigarettes 
by children.” 

Each of the epistles received bears 
the earmarks of the professional “re- 
former’’—always busy with someone 
else's business, and usually as a means 
of graft. The professional “reformer” 
is always on the job. It is his liveli- 
hood. Many of them have been attack- 
img the tobacco interests for years. 


The heavily capitalized companies like’ 
the American look good to the greedy’ 


“reformer.” But the manufacture 
and sale of tobacco in its hundreds of 
forms keeps on increasing and gaining 
in popularity with every day. 

The American Tobacco Company’s 
“Tokio” plan is simply this: 

The buyers of the cigarette find cou- 
pons, valued at one-half cent, in each 
package. When he gets ten, he can 
pay his admission with them into a 
five-cent show. Twenty will take 
him to a ten-cent show. The Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company will cash these 
coupons as sent them by the theatre 
owners. That is positively all there is 
to the plan. It is a clever advertising 
idea, and in no way objectionable. 
Nobody who wants to go to a picture 
show will start in te smoke cigarettes 
for the purpose of securing enough 
coupons to pay his admission. He 
would have to expend 50 cents to se- 
sure a five-cent admission. Cigarette 
smokers are not made by such schemes. 
People smoke cigarettes because they 
like them. The “Tokio” plan appeals 
to cigarette smokers already learned 
in the pleasure. The coupon may be 
a means of increasing sales among 
cigarette smokers and adding to box 
office receipts—that is all. 

Simply Promises to Pay. 

There appears to be no reason why 
any moving picture theatre owner 
should not accept coupons in payment 
of admissions. They are simply prom- 
ises to pay by the American Tobacco 
Company, and are redeemable in cash 
at any moment. There is every reason 
to predict the plan will create many 
new moving yicture “fans,” who, hav- 
ing once or twice secured admissions 
by the saved coupons, will continue as 


cash patrons. At any rate, the plan is 
said to be a great success. 

The best men and women of Amer- 
ica do not hesitate to exchange the 
certificates issued by the United Cigar 
Stores ompany for valuable articles. 
There are none to find fault with this 
system. Then why should any one 
object to the exchange of a similar 
certificate for admission to a picture 
theatre? 

There remains in America a rapidly 
diminishing coterie of “reformers” 
that are hostile to anything that per- 
tains to motion picture theatres. And 
this justifies a retrospect. When, less 
than two years ago, The Morning Tele- 
graph opened its columns to a depart- 
ment devoted to motion pictures, about 
nine out of every ten newspapers in 
the eountry were either openly hostile 
to the little theatre or were passively 
so. That is, they permitted the publi- 
cation of items inimical to the inter- 
ests of the exhibitor. In most cases 
these items reflected the unrelenting 
warfare of the profecsional “‘reformer.”’ 
Did a child commit a crime, the aver- 
age newspaper twisted the genesis of 
the offense into the “evil influence of 
the motion picture show.” These were 
gladsome days for the professional 
“reformer,” and he fairly reveled in 
his work. 

Ignore Pernicious “Reformers.” 

All that is now changed. The press 
of the country is almost unanimous in 
its recognition of the good accom- 
plished by the films, of their educa- 
tional value, and of the permanency 
of this form of amusement and teach- 
ing. Seldom does the editor let slip 
by an item which excuses or explains 
the act of some degenerate by a pic- 
ture witnessed. 

On several occasions, The Morning 
Telegraph has advised the producers 
of motion pictures to ignore and repu- 
diate the attempts of all self-consti- 
tuted bodies of “reformers” or individ- 
uals of the same, pernicious trend of 
mind to interfere in their business. 
The Morning Telegraph quite as em- 
phatically advises the American To- 
bacco Company and the exhibitors of 
America to maintain the same atti- 
tude. 

The moving picture exhibitor who 
desires to accept the plan of the Amer- 
ican Tobacco Company to add to his 
box office receipts, is entirely within 
his rights to do s». If he declines the 
proposition, he is also within his rights. 

But neither should be influenced by 
the interference of the professional 
“reformer” and his few misguided 
disciples.

Among the cast is Taylor Holmes, in the part 
of an innocent medical student, who furnishes 
ten minutes of real comedy when he undergoes 
the ordeal of being accused as the thief. Paul 
Ker plays the part ef the Italian tenor to per- 
fection, being gifted with the knack of ac- 
curately portraying the grandoise manners of 
an Italian singer. A number of others have 
equally active roles, Ernest Warde, Edwin Fors- 
berg, Jobn Butler and Kenyon Bishop being 
among the foremost. 

It might be interesting to know that with 
this production, the gallery of the Olympic was 
opened for the first time in three years, and 
that all seats were sold within a few minutes.

The audience wag continually wondering 
what she would don next, and generally they 
Were not disappointed, for each robe was con- 
siderably more marvelous and wonderful thaa 
that which preceded. Charlies Bryant, as the 
Jewish doctor, was perhaps the best in the 
cast—giving the Russian actress first place, 
of course. He failed in his attempt to be a 
real Jew, as did Mme. Nazimeova in her at- 
tempt to apear as an English woman, Frank 
Gilmore, as the foolish husband. was passably 
good in bis part. He was better to look upon 
when he was sick almost unto death than 
when he was in perfect bealth. For some 
unknown reason his clothes fit' him better 
than ever before. Any fool of a husband mar- 
ried to such a wretch, and married to her 
against his own better judgment, deserves all 
he got and a little more, too. Still all that 
is necessary to the plot—without it there 
would be no play. He had to be tied to her, 
else she would not have had to poison him in 
order to get rid of him. 

There is a great difference in the opinions 
of the New York critics as to the success and 
future of Bella Donna, and this can be shown 
in no better manner than to quote a few lines 
from the various critics.
